which Gop divided for their Paſſage and 
drowned Pharaoh. and his Hoſt in their Pur- 
fuit.

During their long War, the Tyrians, Sidb- 
nians and Phoenicians (who being Men of great 
Genius) attained to a very high Perfection in 
every Art and Science, and aſonry flouriſhed 
in the higheſt Degree amongſt them, eſpecial- 
ly in the Reign of Abibalus and Hiram, Kings 
and royal Gzand Maſters of Tyre, whoſe 
great regard for cauſed a great Num- 
ber of theirSubiects to be trained up in this noble 
Art, under the Regularity and Diſcipline of

No to preſerve Order, Decency, and good 
Harmony ſo numerous a Fraternity, 
Bing Salomon ordered that according to 
their ſeveral Degrees, they ſhould be partitioned 
into ſo many Lodges as ſhould be thought moſt 
convenient, and that each Lodge ſhould be 
furniſhed with three Rulers (being expert Maſ-

duly their Wages, and to teach them Secrecy, 


Prudence, Morality, and good Fellowſhip

you will obſerve, that every Piece of the Tem- 
ple, whether Timber, Stone, or Metal were 
brought ready cut, framed, and poliſhed,

The Wiſdom of this great Qxchitect made 
him not only be confidered as a Builder, 
Statuary and Deſigner, but a Rival to King Se-

For the whole building of the Temple was 


not only begun, carried on, and finiſhed, but 
the immenſe Quantities of Gold, Silver, Braſs, 
precious Stones, and other rich Materials, ſent 
to King Solomon from Queen Sheba, King Hi. 
ram of Tyre, the King of Arabia, from Ophir, 
the Governors, Chapmen and Merchants, be- 
fide what his Father had left him, was wrought 
into infinite Varieties of Ornaments, ſplendid 
Furniture, and holy Veſſels for the Temple, by 
his wiſe Direction. 
The exact Proportion and beautiful Dimen- 
ions, from the magnificent Portico in the Eaſt 
to the Sanctum in the Weſt 
(according to the Deſcription of the reverend 
Brother Entick, in the new Book of Conſtitu- 
tion) well deſerve a Maſon's Obſervation. 


I. The Length of the Temple from Wall to 
Wall, was fixty Cubits of ſacred Meaſure. 
II. The Breadth was twenty Cuhits, or one 
third Part of its Length. 
III. The Highth was thirty Cubits to the up- 
per Cieling diftin& from the Porch. 
IV. The Porch was hundred and twenty 
Cubits high ; its Length twenty, and Breadth 
ten Cubits. 
V. The Dyacle or moſt holy Place was 2 
perfect Cube of twenty Cubits, thereby ſha-

dowing the Perfection of Happineſs ; beſides 
as the ſquare Figure is the moſt firm in Build-

Many of King Solomon's Maſons began then 
to travel Eaſt and Weſt, and carry the high 
Taſte of Architecture, with other Secrets of 
the Fraternity, into whatever 
came ; and the moſt Noble and Wiſe thought 
it an Honour tobe the Aſſociates of thoſe ingeni- 
ous Craftſmen in their well formed Lodges, and 
by their cloſe Application ſoon qualified them. 
ſelves for great Deſigners and expert Maſters. 


Maſonry began to flouriſh every where, 
and became the Center of Union and Har- 


mony ; alſo the happy Means of conciliating 
Perſons that otherwiſe muſt have remained at | 
a perpetual Diſtance, more over Kings and 
Princes honoured the Fraternity in becoming 
their royal Gzand Maſters, each of them in 
his own Dominions in Imitation of King Solo- 
man and King Hiram, and endued them with 
many extraordinary Privileges, A. M. 2968. 
Nehoboam ſucceeded S2/omor as King of all 
Ifael and royal Gzand Maſter of Maſons. 
He encouraged the Craft, and built the 
Citi's of Defence in Judab, likewiſe fortified 
the I :ong Holds, but did Evil in the Sight of 
God. 2d died. 
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A. M. 2986. Abgjah ſucceeded, but was 
no Maſon. 
A. M. 2986. Ala ſucceeded, and a» cd

the Time of his Deceaſe, when he ſought not 
to Gop, but to the Phyſician. 

A. M. 3029. Yehoſaphat fucceeded King 
of 1/rael, but was no Maſon. 

A. M. 3054. Joram ſucceeded, but was 
no Maſon, This King killed Six of His own 
Brethren. 

A. M. 3062. Ahaziah ſucceeded, but was 
no Maſon. This King was killed by Jebu. 


A. M. 3069. Joagh ſucceeded, but was 
no Maſon. This King was flain in Battle. 


A. M. 3109. Amaziah fucceeded, but was 
no Maſon. This King was flain at Lachiſb. 
A. M. 3138. Utah fucceeded King of 
Judab and Ijrae] ; He honoured the frater- 
nity as their Royal Grand MWPaller, and 
built E/2th in Judab, many Towers of Je- 
ruſalem and numerous Cities about Afbod 
and among the Philzſtines. 
A. M. 3190. Jochan ſucceeded King and 
Royal Grand Maſter of Judab. He built 
the High Gate ef the Temple, The Walls of

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Opbel, the Cities in the Mountains of Judah, 
and the Caſtles and Towers in the Foreſt. 
A. M. 3206. Yhas ſucceeded but was no 
Maſon. 

A. M. 3222. ſucceeded King of 
Judab and Royal Grand Maſter of Maions. 
He repaired the Temple of Solomon, built Ci. 
ties and Store-houſes for his Riches, and led a 
Water-courſe from G:bon to the Weſt-fide o 
the City of David. 
A. M. 3251. Mami ſucceeded King of 
Fudah and Royal Grand Maſter of Maſons. 
The Beginning of His Reign was very wicked 
for which he was carried in Fetters to Baby- 
lon by the Army of the King of Aſyr:@ ; but 
after he had humbled himſelf before God, he 
came again to Jeruſalem, and built a Wall 
without the City of Dewd, 

A. M. 3306. Amon ſucceeded, but was 
no Maſon. His own ſervants conſpired againſt 
him, and flew him in his own Houſe in the ſe- 
cond Year of his Reign. 

A. M. 3308. Joſiah fucceeded Grand 
Maſter of Maſons, and is called the laſt good 
King of the Royal Race of Judab; He re- 
paired the Temple and all the ftately Build- 
ings at Jeruſalem, and died of a Wound in the 
Thirty- firſt Year of his good Reign.

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A. M. 3339- Jehoahaz ſucceeded King of 
but before he had reigned three Months 


Pharao Necho did dethrone him, and ſent him 
into Egyp”, where he remained a Priſoner un- 
tl b. died, at the fame Time the King of 
Egypt made his Brother Eliakim King of 
Juda“ and J-ruſolem, but changed his Name 
to Jehotaking. He did alſo Evil in the Sight 
of the Lord, and when he had reigned Eleven

Year King Nebuchadnezzar ſent for him, and 
all the holy Veſſels belonging to the Houſe of 
God to Babylon.

King Nebuchadnezzar. Therefore the King 
of the Chaldees came upon him and flew with 
the Sword both young and old, burnt the holy 
Temple and ſtately Palaces with Fire, broke 
down the Walls of Jeruſalem, deſtroyed all the 
Veſſels and took all the Treaſures of the King, 
Princes, and of the Temple, and carried them 
to Babylon, where likewiſe thoſe that had ei- 
caped the Sword were brought to be Servants 
far him and his Son,

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A. M. 3361. Maſoury with all other Sci- 
ences, (which always flouriſh'd moſt in Times 
of Peace) was now at a very low Ebb at Jeru- 
falem and in Judab and remained fo for the 
Space of 70 Year ; but when 

A. M. 3591. Cyrus. King and Royal 
Grand Mater of Pera began his Reign, 
he ordered not only that all the Captives, to 
the Number of 42360 Males and 7337 Mai- 
dens and Servants, ſhould have Liberty to re- 


turn to Jeruſalem ; but alſo ſent Greeting to 
all 


they ſhould meet on their Journey. In or- 
der to receive Gold, Silver, Stone and Timber 
for the Building of the Houſe of God. 
Moreover GrandMWaſſer Cyrus gave them 
a free Offering towards the Building of the 
Temple and returned unto them 5400 gold 
and filver Veſſels, which King Nebuchadrez- 
zar had carried from Jeruſalem, and had put 
them in his Temple at Babylon, all which they 
received by the Hands of Mitbredatb, his De- 


puty. 

The Chiefs of the Tribes of 1ſrae/ did like- 
wiſe make a free Offering of Sixty-one Thou- 
fand Drachms of Gold, and 5oco Pounds of 
Silver. 

Maſonry now flouriſhed again at Jeruſa- 
lem, and the Fraternity ſoon formed themſelves 
into 
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into regular Lodges, and were patronized by 


Ferubabel, the lineal Heir of David : Royal 
Race, whom Cyrus appointed provincial Grand 
Faſter in Jade and Jeſhah the High 
Prieſt for his Deputy. But before the Temple 
of Zerubabel was half finiſhed that good King 
Cyrus died, and 
A. M. 3421. Cambyſes ſucceeded, but ne- 
the Temple, being reſoved to make a 
conqueſt of Egypt, which had revolted under 
their Royal Orand Paſſer Amaſys, the 
laſt of Piztraimgs Race. Cambyſes con- 
quered the Land, but died on his Way home.

Yerod aſcended the Throne 
at Jeruſalem, and reigned King and Provincial 
Grand Maſter of Judea. He ſhowed an 
extraordinary Skill in Maſonry ; and although

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ment, and built the Temple much larger and 
with more Grandeur than the Temple of Ze.

VESPASIAN ſent Julius 
cola, who conquered her © he 
tween the Firths of Clyde and Firth, and for- 
tified the ſame againſt the barbarqus Pictz. 
A. D. 120. ADRIAN came himſelf, and 
reaching from Tynmouthbaven to Samy 
Firth ; but the Nortberns were continually di- 
turbing theſe new Settlers; wherefore 
A. D. 130. ANTONIUS PIUS, ſent La. 

lius Und, who repulſed them, and built 
ſtrong Forts upon the Border of Clyde, &c. and 
created a Britiſh King. 

A. D. 131. LUD, the Britiſb King, embrac- 
ed the Chriſtian Faith, and built many Churches 
and religious Houſes while the War was car- 
ried on in the North, with great Succeſs by 
Virius Lupus. But, at laſt, the Northern 
forced him to purchaſe Peace at a very dear 
Rate, at which the Roman was ſo en- 


raged, that he vowed to extirpate the Nortberns 
entirely.

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A. D, 207. SEPTIMU S SEVERUS, 


which he afterwards had built of Stone. 


A. D. 238. GORDIAN, the Emperor, 
ſent many Azchitects into Britan, which con- 
ſtituted themſelves into Lodges, and inſtructed 


the Craftsmen in the true Principles of Ma- 
ſonzy. wherein they were very expert, and 
built many venerable Temples, Courts of Juſ- 
tice, Palaces, Cities, Forts, Caſtles and con- 
venient Bridges. 

A. D. 287. DIOCLESIAN and MAX- 
IMILIAN, joint Emperors, ſent their Admi- 
ral Caraufius againſt the Saxon Pirates, who on 
Account of the Peace with the Picts, had 
gained a formidable Army, wherefore he was 
made the Emperor of the Britiſb Ifle, and be- 
ing a great Lover of Art and Science, appoint- 
ed Albanus and Walter of Maſons, who 
employed the Fraternity in Building the Palace 
at Verulum (now called St. Albans) and to en- 
viron the Town with a Stone-wall. 

St. Alban was the firſt that ſuffered Mar- 
tyrdom in Britain, being beheaded in a gene- 
ral Perſecution of the firſt Chriſtians.

In the 16th Year of this joint Government 
both Diacigian and Maximilian abdicated the 
Throne. 

A. D. 303. CONSTANTIUS CHLo. 
RUS, ſucceeded Emperor, and choſe his Refi- 
dence at Tori; in the third Year of his Reign 
of London with a Stone-wall. 

A. D. 306. CONSTANTINUS the Great, 
fucceeded. He was born at York and reigned 
in Peace untill he died; during which he par- 
at his Death the Northerns joined the Sewn 
Pyrates, and invaded them for the Space of zi 
Years. 

A. D. 367. VALENTINIAN, the Rs 
man Emperor, ſent his valiant Hero, Theods- 
fut, who diſlodged them, and drove them not 
only back again, but took one of their Pro- 
vinces from them, and called the fame Yalen- 
cia, during his Stay in Britain he greatly en- 
couraged Maſonry. 

A. D. 374. GRATIAN ſucceeded, and 
ſent Maximus for their Governor, who failed 
into Gaul where he was defeated by Theadofius 
Magnus, and afterwards beheaded. 


A. D. 388. CONSTANTINE, a com- 


mon Soldier was next choſen by the Southern 
Britons, 
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Britons for their Leader, meerly on Account of 
his fortunate Name. He likewiſe failed into 
Gaul, wikis he wes GNTING A 
Honorius. 


A. D. 410. HONORIUS, the Roman Em- 
„being at that Time engaged in War in 
Ttaly, could not take the Sauth in Britons un- 
der his Protection, u herefore he renounced the 
Sovereignty over them, whereupon the Nor- 
therns took the Advantage. But 

A. D. 426. VALENTINIAN III. having 
gained a compleat Victory over the Guuli, had 
Compaſſion on the Britons, and fent Gailio 
with a Legion of Raman Soldiers to their Aſ- 
ſiſtance. They repelled the Nor-therns, and 
builded a ſtrong Wall upon their Borders, 8 
Foot in Breadth and 12 Feet in Height, Ga/lio 

vas then recalled by the Emperor; but the Sol- 
diers did not depart till A. D. 430. The Ner- 
therns not expecting any of them to return, 
broke through this Wall, and ſeized all the 
Country, north the Humber, and ravaged the 
South, whereupon the petty Sovereigns thought 
proper to chuſe a general Monarch, viz. 

A. D. 445. VORTIGERN, King and ge- 
neral Monarch of South Britain, defended 
them for ſome time, but was not able to re- 
trieve Affairs. He therefore got the Conſent of 

H his 
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his Nobles to invite the Saxons in Lower Ger. 
many, and according to their Deſire, Prince 
Hengiſt, with an Army of 2000 Saxons, land- 
ed in Thanet upon the Kentiſh Shore, A. D. 
449- 

A. D. 449. Prince HENGIST with his 
Argla-Saxons (which were ignorant Heathens, 
but very expert in the Art of War) ſoon gave 
a finiſhing Stroke to the Scots and Pifs, and 
drove them beyond the Humber, where they 
built Thong Caſtle in Lincolnſhire. Hengiff 
being daily recruited from Lower Germany, 
purſued his Conqueſt till he had drove the 
Scots into the Nertb, and the Pit, between 
the Mountains and the ib Sea, during which 
King Vortigern died. 

AMBROSIUS Aurelius, ſucceeded General 
Monarch of Britain, in his Reign the Angli- 
Saxons began to think of ſettling here, for 
which Reafon they kept ſtill recruiting, and 
after the Death of Ambroſius, his brave Son, 
Arthur, began his Reign, but as the Sæxans 
encreaſed the Britons lo% Ground, and after 
many bloody Battles betwixt them, the Na- 
tives were overpowered, and the Country was 
divided into petty Kingdoms, which in the 
Space of 129 Years were all in the Poſſeſſion 
of Sexo Princes, vis.

bloody Congreſs murdered 300 Britiſh Nobles, 
which were not only great Artiſts themſelves, 
but great Encouragers of the ingenious Crafts- 
men, whereby Maſonry came to be quite ex- 
tinguiſhed. 


A. D. 589. Many of thoſe petty Kings ſub- 
mitted to C/ ida, King of Mercia, whereby he 
aſſumed the Title of General Monarch, while 
others with their Natives, or antient Britons, 
retired beyond the River Severn between the 
Mountains, where they elected Cadwyn their 
King, the Progenitor of the Chriſtian Kings 
and Princes of Wales. Now in order to make 
theſe barbarous Angio-Saxons more civilized, 
ſome of their pious Preachers, came from 
Wales and converted many of them to Chriftia- 
nity, but none of their Kings till, 
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A. D. 567. ETHELBERT, King of 
Kent, at this Time Pepe Gzegozy I. ſent au- 
guſtin and forty more Monks into Britain, 
which converted this King and was baptized. 
Chriſtianity now moved Ethelbert to build 
Places of Worſhip, but was obliged to ſend for 
Artiſts from abroad, which upon their Arrival 
did form themſelves into Academies or Lodges 
according to the antient Uſe of their Frater. 
nity, and were patronized by Aug uſtin, Grand 
MWaſtex of Maſons, who was afterwards 
made the firſt Biſhop of Canterbury, and un- 
der his Direction the Craft was employed to 
build vz.

_ Likewiſe many Palaces, Caſtles and forti.

Faich. 

Ihe Clergy found it al ſo convenient to ſtudy 


Geometzy «ua Aichitecture. as well as 
Divinity, and cage to be very expert Maſters 
and great Deſigners; and the Lodges or As- 
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ſemblies of the Free Maſons were always 
kept in Monaſteries, which at that Time were 
only built of Wood. —But 

A. D. 680. KENRED, in whoſe Reign 


Bennet, Abbot of Wirral was Grand Mat- 
ter, introduced the Uſe of Stone and Bricks. 


A. D. 800. EGBERT, King of Weſſex, 
Policy and Conqueſt got the other Six King- 
doms alſo, and the Angles being moſt numer- 
ous, called his Subjects Enghſbmer, and his 
united Kingdoms, by the Name of England, 
Egbert was the firſt King of all England, and 
reigned 37 Years before he died. 

A. D. 837. ETHELWOLPH, ſucceeded 
his Father, but is not remarkable, neither are 
his firſt three Sons, therefore ſhall only men- 
tion them for the Sake of their Names, and 
the Beginning of each Reign. | 

ETHELWALD commenced, A. D. 857. 

ETHELBERD commenced, A. D. 860. 

ETHELRED commenced, A. D. 869. 

A. D. 872. ALFRED the Great, ſucceed- 
ed King and Royal Grand Maſter of Eng- 
land, he ſubdued the Danes, encreaſed his 
royal Navy, fortified and built many Towns, 
and founded the Univerſity of Oxford, and died 
in the 28 Year of his Reign,

of Englan i, he was a Briton born, and found- |

this noble Prince then ſummoned all the Free 
Maſons in the Realm to meet him at Tori, 
and to bring with them all the antient Records 
of MPaſonzy they were able to collect.

The Son of Ear 
Goodwin, was choſen King of England, by the 
unanimous Conſent of the Nobles and P 
of England, but in the ninth Month of his 
Reign, the King was flain in Battle againſt the 
Normans at Haſting in Suſſex, where the Eng. 
kſh were totally defeated. And, 


A. D. 1067. Ailliam the Conqueror, ſuc- 
ceeded in the Throne, and as ſoon as ſettled, 
appointed Roger Montgomery, Earl of Arun- 
del, Dundulph. Biſhop of Rochefter, with o- 
ther good Architects, at the Head of the Fel- 
low-Crafts, to build the Tower of Londen, 
Battle- Abbey near Haſtings, in Memory of his 
' Conqueſt ; St. Saviour's Church, Southwark ; 
the Caſtles of Dover, York, Exeter, Win- 
cheſter, Marwick. Berekord, =tafford, 
Durham, Newcattle p Tyne; beſides five 
Cathedrals, and numerous pious Houſes, &c. 
that were built in his Reign by liberal Contri- 
butions.

A. D. Henry II. Count of Anjou, became 
King of England. During his reign, the Knights 
Cemplazs erected their ſociety, and built their 
Temple in Fleetſtreet. Henry II. was the fiſt 
King of England that aſſumed the Title of 
Lord of Ireland. 
For the Kingdom of Ireland had been di- 
vided among their royal Branches, which made 
them be continually embroiled in civil Wars. 
And, upon Dezmot King of Lein/er being 
defeated by the other petty ſovereigns, he pe- 
titioned to Henry for Leave to raiſe ſome Troops 
in England and Wales, which this King grant- 
ed him, and by their Aſſiſtance made a Con- 
queſt of Dublin, CUaterfowd, Tc. 4. D. 
1172, but, for Fear of any further Conqueſt, 
all the petty Sovereigns came to a Reſolution 
to come under the Protection of the Kings of 
England, and to accept of their Laws, with a 
Freedom of a Parliament at Dublin. 
A. D. 1182. Richard I. commenced King 
of England and Lord of Ireland, and died, 
without any remarks,

A. D. 1307. Edward II born at Caermer- 
then, was the firſt Prince of Wales that fucceed- 
ed King of England and Lord of Ireland, and 
appointed TUaliez Biſhop of 
Exeter, Gzand Maſtez. This King found- 
ed Oriel and Exeter Colleges at the Un- 
verſity of Oxford. In the 14th Year of this 
King's Reign, Prince Edward Bruce, the Bro- 
ther of Kobezt Bruce King o! Scotland, at the 
Head of the confederated Ii, conquered the 
whole Kingdom of Ireland, and was crowned 
King, A. D. 1315; but, in three Years after, 
Edward 11. ſent Rogez Wortimez Earl of 
Marci, wich a ſtrong Engi rmy into Fre- 
land, who gained a complete Victory over the 
Triſh, and Edward Bruce was lain in the field 
of Battle; whercfore the Natives thought pro- 
per to ſubmit again to their old Sovereign Lord 
the King of England; who was ſucceeded by 
his Son, 


A. D. 
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A D. 1327, Edward III King of Eng- 
land and Lord of Irel/and. This King patro- 
nized the Free Maſons, as their royal Grand 
Maſter, in ſetting up a Table at Viadſer, 
600 Feet in Compaſs, for feaſting the gallant 
Knights of all Nations, and rebuilt the Caſtle 
and Palace of Vinaſor: After that he appoint- 
ed the following Gand Daltezs ; 

John De Spouſe, to rebuild St. Su 
Chapel, A. D. 13 5, for inſtalling the Knights 
of the Garter. 

Willſam - Wickham, at the Head of 
400 Free Maſons, to rebuild that magnificent 
Caſtle at Windſor, 13 57. 

Robezt 2 Baznham, at the Head of 250 
Free Maſons, to finiſh St. George's great Hall, 
and the Caſtle, A. D. 1375. 

Penryp Pevele (called the King's Free Ma- 
fon) to build the London Charter-houſe, King's 
Hallf Cambridge, Queenborough Caſtle, and to 
rebuild St. Stephen's Chapel, now the Houſe 
of Commons in Parliament. ; 
Simon Langham, to repair the Body 
of W:ſiminfler Abbey, as it now ſtands. 
King Edward III. was the Patron of Arts 
and Sciences; and, on account of the great 
Encreaſe of - Lodges, the Grand Lodge, with 
Conſent of the Lords of the Realm, then ge- 

nerally 
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nerally Free Maſons, ordained many good and 
wholeſome Laws for the better regulating and 
conducting the affairs of the Fraternity. The 
Queen followed the laudable Example of our 
royal Brother, and endowed Queen's College 
at Oxford, and was otherways a great Benefac. 
treſs to Men of Learning. Edward the Black 
Prince dying before his Father, King Edward 
III. was ſucceeded by his Grandſon. 

A. D. 1377- RKichazd IV. King of Eng. 
land and Lord of Jreland. This King appoint. 
ed William - Wickham, then Biſhop of 
Wincheſter, Grand Paſte, to rebuild Yep. 
minſler Hall, as it now ſtands. After this, our 
worthy Grand Maſter did, at his own Coſt, 
build the new College at Oxford, and Winch 
ter College. In the 23d Year of his Reign, 
King Richard took a Tour into Ireland : during 
his Stay there, Henry Duke of Lancofter, the 
King's own Couſin, landed in Yorkfbrre, 1 aiſed 
a great Army, ſeized King Richard upon his 
Return, got the Parliament to depoſe him, 
and had himſelf crowned ; and although King 
Richard had no Iflue, yet he was baſely mur- 
dered in the Year following. 

A. D. 1399. Deny IV. ſupplanted and 
ſucceeded Richard II. King of Englund and 
Lord of Ireland. This King appointed Chq- 

mas 
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mas #i:2z-4/1a», Grand Palter, to build 
the Abbey of Shrewsbury, and another at Fother- 
ingay, in Memory of his famous Battle there ; 
and the Citizens of London founded their pre- 
ſent Guild- Hall. 

A. D. 1413. Henry V. ſucceeded King of 
England, and Lord of Ireland. This King 
appointed Yenry Chichely, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, Grand Maſter. to rebuild the 
Caſtle and the Abbey of Sheen, (now called 
Richmond upon Thames) ; the King died in the 
eleventh Year of his Reign, and was ſucceeded 

A. D. 1442. Denry VI. King of England, 
and Lord of Ireland, who, being a Minor; 
Orand Matter Chicheley, continued at the 
Head of the Lodges. In the third Year of this 
King's Reign, an ignorant Parliament endea- 
voured to diſturb the Lodges, by an Act, in- 
_ titled, Maſons ſball not confederate in Chapters 
or Congregations. 

But this Act never frightened the free, ac- 
cepted, or operated Maſons, from meeting in 
their well-formed Lodges, to cement under 
their own Grand Maſter, according to their 
ancient Cuſtom. Neither did they even de- 
fire the noble or eminent Brethren to get this 
Act repealed; for Chicheley, being employed 
in 
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in building the Colleges of All Souls and Bar. 
nard, now called St. John's College; he never 
deſiſted from holding a Lodge at the City of 
Oxford till he died. A. D. 1445. And, 
A Record of the 13th Year of Henry the 
Sixth, ſays, © That the Charges and Laws of 
Free Maſons, were ſeen and peruſed by the 
King, and the Lords of his moſt honourable 
Privy Council, which have allowed them to be 
good and reaſonable to be holden,” &c. &c.&c. 
fiam Wanefleet, Biſhop of Wincheſter, Grand 
Mater, to buil d Eaton College, Kings and 
Chriſt Colleges at Cambridge, afterwards finiſh- 
ed by the Counteſs of Richmond. His Queen 


alſo founded Queens College at Cambridge, 
while our ingenious Grand Maſter built at his 
own Coſt Magdalene College at Oxfor d.

A. D. 1461. Gdward IV. King of E- 
land, and Lord of Ireland, during the firſt ten 
Years, he was ſometimes King and ſometimes 
no King, but reigned the Remiainder of his 
Life without a Rival, and employed Mica 
hard Beanchamp, Biſhop of Sarum; Grand 
Maſter, to ſee all the Ruins of a long War re- 
paired : The King left two Sons, viz. Edward 
and Richard; which being Minors, their Un- 
cle Richard was made their Guardian, who 
took Care to have them both murdered in the 
Tower.
